Baldwin Says Free Trade Pol- 
icy Ideal But Is

LONDON, Feb. 25 — Free trade 
within the “mpire is the Conservative 
ideal. Br! it is impossible at the 
present tit V Chis ie Rt. Hon. Stan- 
ley Baldwin's attitude. The leader 
of the Conservative party, formier 
Prime Minister, issued a statement of 
Conservative policy yesterday. It 
gave the attitude of the party to the 
new United Empire party of Lord 
Beaverbrock, former to press the lat- 
ter’s appeal for free trade within the 
Empire and a tariff wal! around it. 

“I hold Empire free ‘trade as the 
ideal for which every Conservative 
should work,” declared Mr. Baldwin. 
“As a practical policy, today, however, 
it is impossible. No_ responsible 
Statesman could go to the country 
and tell the electorate it would be 
introduced if he were returned to po- 
wer. It cannot be done. The Do- 
minion will not have itt They have 
said so in the clearest terms.” j 

Mr. Baldwin added that within the 
last few weeks responsible {jpolitical 
leaders in Canada and Australia had 
Stated categorically that free trade 
within the Empire was impossible. 

“In the face of such ceclarations 
from Dominion statesmen,” Mr. Bald- 
win declared—‘“declarations in which 
there is complete unanimity—no po- 
litical party in this country can ho- 
nestly adopt Empire free trade as a 
platform on which to fight the next 
general elections.” 

Mr. Baldwin proceeds in the state-

PULLING DOWN PRISONS 


THE number of prisons in England has been 

cut in half since the beginning of the cen- 
tury, says the Detroit Free Press. Since 1911, 
twenty-seven English prisons have been abol- 
ished. “We are able to pull down the prisons 
partly because we have fewer wrongdoers,” says 
the Home Secretary, “and partly because we 
keep the people out of such places unless it is 
absolutely necessary.” A few months ago it 
Was reported that the convict population of the 
Trish Fre State had declined almost fifty per 
cent. since the war. There, too, they are pull- 
ing down prisons.

Ottawa, Ont, Feb, 26—Imports ol 
| autemabiles from Great Britaln into 
Canada are almost negligible but show 
ing o tendency to increase. It ls par- 
| tieulerly noticeable that freight auto- 

rokiles far out-weigh in number the 
passenger cers imported from the Old 
Country. For the first six months of 
lthe current fiscal year there were only 
1G passenger automobiles brought in 
ifrom Great Britain as compared with 
20 in the like period of 1928 but in 
}fveight automobiles the number in- 
joreased from 57 to 68. 

The basis for the increasing popu- 
‘larity of British-made freight auto- 
lmobiles was explained today by Cap- 
[tain N. G. Duckett, of the Depart- 
ment of National Defense, in a paper 
which he presented before the Engin- 
eering Institute of Canada at the an- 
jnual eenvention here. These freight 
automobiles, trucks or lorries, have 
ibeen used to a Considerable extent by 
the Department of National Defense 
and lately attention has been parti- 
cularly directed toward testing under 
the most severe conditions of the Can- 
adian climate and terrain that most 
interesting product of the War De- 
partment known as the ‘rigid six-wheel 
er’. This vehicle is a product of the 
War Department in the same sense 
that it was designed by the military 
authorities and has patented features. 
But commercial performance was aim- 
ed at as well as filling the needs of 
a great rugged cross-country military 
transport and the patented features 
are permitted to be used free of 
charge by all British manufacturers. 

One of the most interesting state- 
ments made by Captain Duckett was 
that under certain conditions the use 
of the War Department Tear Suspen- 
sion has now been extended to include 
manufacturers in Canada, and other 
parts of the Empire. This is the fea- 
ture which js especially the key to the 
successful performance of the six- 
wheeler through Canadian mud, sand 
and clay and also in snow drifts. It

Ottawa, Ont, Feb. 26—Canada’s 
mail pilots will be guided on their 
routes by a visual indicator on the 
instrument board. As simple as looking 
at the speedometer on a motor car,

The new Canadian Radio Beacons 
will also be equipped to send signals 
for the audible system of direction- 
finding stated Major Arthur Steel 
M.C., today, describing Canada’s radio 
aids to air navigation to the conven~ 
tion of the Engineering Institute of 
Canada in session here. The older 
audible system will provide for service 
to Msiting American  aircrat't not 
equipped tor the visual system.

Grey Saskatoon, is the only sight- 
tess wheat rancher in the world. He 
and h’c brother were wheat growers 
north of Regina before the war. In 
the war. Guy was blinded by shrapnel; 
his brother was killed. But Mr. Fos- 
ter today owns and manages eight 
hundred acres of wheat land north of 
Regina.

“T manage to get things done one 
way and another,” Guy Foster explain- 
ed before he left Toronto recently af- 
ter spend ng three months in the mili- 
tary hospital here, for surgical treat- 
ment.

WHERE SHARK iS | 
A SACRED FISH 


Sydney, N. S. (CP). The shark is 
still sacred in the waters of many of 
the south Sea islands and so-called 
“shark men’ are still to be found in 
tribal villages of the Norfolk group 
and other archipelagoes. 

The shark men are believed by the 
natives to have a peculiar intercourse 
with sharks. This mysterious power 
Is pacsed on by father to son, When 
the son is about elght or nine years 
old he is taken by the father to the 
“shark rock”, which is a sort of totem 


pole fashioned from rock in the shape 


of a shark. Pagan rites are perform- 
ed there, and after that the boy 1s 
supposed to have exchanged souls with 
the fish. 


The boy then becomes a shark man, 
and the shark becomes his familiar 
spirit, to do his bidding at all times, 
If the shark man wishes to take ven- 
geance on his enemies he sends the 
shark after him, and the shark is sup- 
posed to knock over the enemy's canoe 
and bz ing the victim in a dazed con- 
dition ‘te his mater. The victim is 
usually killed when brought before the 
shark man. 

Injury to a shark is regarded as an 
‘cJury to the shark man, if his par- 
tieelar shark is the one hurt. A party 
of white men recently get into con- 
siderable diffioulty when they killed 
a shark. Curiouly enough, the 
shark man shortly afterwards became 
ill and died. The natives of the vil- 
lage regarded the white men as mur- 
derers.

Napanee, March 29.—In preparation 
for a stupendous work which is short- 
ly to be undertaken by the Toronto 
City Council, Mr, E. J. Roy, president 
of the Napanee Iron Works, recently 
received a contract for six electric 
hoists, two of which are completed 
and te be shipped right away. These 
hoists are to be used in connection 
with the building of a tunnel from 
Sunnyside at the west end of the city, 
to extend a distance of 10 miles to 
the eastern portion of the city. An 
icea of the work can be conceived 
when it is known that the tunnel will 
be 150 feet below the surface of the 
ground. ‘The tunnel is to be lined 
throughout with conerste. Each hoist 
is to be ‘placed’ two miles apatt. 

These hoists are gigantic weighing 
15 tons each and the Napanee Iron
